A NEW BRIDGE NEEDED 


T 


HE last issue of the Observer contains a very strong 
article on the need of a new bridge across tha 


Truckee on Virginia street. That the present structure 
lias almost outlived its usefulness, probably but few will 
deny. What Is needed is a structure that will be the full 
width of the street with walks full sidewalk width for 
the accommodation of pedestrians. The bridge should be 


of masonry or concrete and constructed on aehiteetural 
lines that will make of It a thing of beauty as well us 
utility . 


The present bridge could be removed to some other 


point where the traffic Is not so great as on Virginia street, 
and be made to do good service for many years. With the, 
rapid expansion of the limits of the city of Reno another 
bridge spanning the Truckee will be an absolute necessity 
even with a broad crossing at the present site. The 
south side is building up rapidly and the comfort and 
convenience of the residents of that section cannot much 
longer be ignored. 


Probably within the next two years the vacant lots 


at the approach of the present bridge will be occupied by 
the new Federal building1 on the one side and the Masonic 
hall on the other—both of which will be of proportions and 
design compatible with the sites they occupy. 


The Journal does not believe in indiscriminate bond 


issues, but when the march of progress create* a neces- 
sity, it does not believe that Silurian tactics should be tol- 
erated. In any event the proposition should be submitted 
to the taxpayers and we believe that a goodly majority 
will ratify a bond issue for the purpose of erecting a suit- 
able bridge to take the place of the present inadequate 
structure. 


In a very short time there will be a demand for the 


extension of the street railway to the south side. This vlll 
be Impossible until some means of crossing the river is 
provided. The additional taxes from the roadbed of the 
x 
street railway alone would go far toward paying the cost 
of a new bridge within the period of a SO-year bond. 


It Is to be hoped that the new board 6f Commissioners 


will take this matter tip in conjunction with the City 
Council and submit the question of an issue of bridge 
bonds to the taxpayers at an early date.

A Large Ledge of Rich Ore Dis- 


covered by F. 0. Norton at 


Southern Camp 


P. O. Norton of this city has Just 


returned from the Goldfleld district 
with some very fine specimens of cop- 
per ore from a rich strike he made 
about twenty miles south of Gold- 
field. 
Early In November Mr. Norton made 


the discovery, but kept It very quiet 
until he should get his twenty locations 
made and until he had the returns 
from Selby's, showing just the profit 
that can be made from copper ore of 
from 20 per cent up to 50 per cent.

To the 
eastward there Is a large Intrusion of i 
rhyolites similar to the Goldfteld for- 
mation, which prospects extensively In 
free gold, though not of an especial 
high value on the surface. 
The prox- 


imity of the copper ore body to the au- 
riferous porphyries may account for 
the presence of gold and no silver. 


The situation of the ore body Is al- 


most directly on the line of the con- 
templated railroad south from Gold- 
fleld.

Editor Journal — Before election w.e 


were told that the silver question was 
either dead or resting in abeyance, but 
after election what a change. The 
President In his message to Congress 
recommends that every silver dollar 
should be made by law redeemable in 
gold at the option of the holder. Con- 
gressman Hill -of Connecticut, after re- 
ferring to Judge Parker's famous tele- 
gram that the gold standard was firm- 
ly and Irrevocably established, re- 
quested that his bill be considered In 
the near future. 
Now comes the Superintendent of 


the Philadelphia mint and says that 
"the 
available silver bullion of the 


country has been exhausted and unless 
Congress takes prompt action to re- 
lieve the situation by authorising the 
purchase of more sliver bullion for 
coinage commerce would be "greatly 
hampered next year as a result of a 
110.000,000 
shortage 
in small sliver 


coins." 
He then refe'rs to the $568,000,000 of 


standard dollars as a useless hoard and 
says that the government Is facing 
conditions which compel It to either go 
Into the market and resume the pur- 
chase of silver bullion for coinage pur* 
poses, or recolning a portion of Its 
stock of stiver dollars 
into smaller 


coins. 
The price of silver bullion has been 


on the upgrade for some time. The 
New York price on December 29th 
was 61% cents per ounce. Of course, 
if the United States resumes the pur- 
chase of silver bullion it will also act 
as a tonic to the silver market and 
the price would receive another stimu- 
lant. This is what the goldbugs fear. 
It would give the people an object les- 
son favorable to silver and that Is why 
they are so anxious not to buy more 
bullion but to coin the standard dollars 
Into smaller silver coins of limited le- 
gal tender power. 
The $558.000,000 of standard dollars 


Is no more a useless hoard than the 
stock of gold in the treasury. 
The 


sliver and gold are either In circulation 
In the form of coin or certificates and 
the only reason there Is more gold coin 
In circulation proportionately to sil- 
ver coin. Is because there IB no gold 
certificates of a smaller denomination 
than $20 Issued. 


If the silver question IB dead It Is 


an exceeding lively corpse and Is caus- 
ing the gold bugs no end of trouble.
